Another school year brings us to the report expected from us. It 
is not an irksome task by any means, when we see such good 
thorough work as has been accomplished in our several schools the 
past year. Eight of our teachers have been high school graduates, 
bright, energetic young ladies, up-to-date in their methods, and all 
have been faithful and painstaking, We considered that they all

The Pine Grove school had three teachers for the year. Miss 
Allard, a graduate of Island Pond, Vt., high school, finished two 
years teaching at the spring term.
